teur amd makes his contribution—at least to science 
-—of greater significance .han the drudgery of the pro- 
fessional. 

His observations are limited, so far as h's writing; 
goes, to the field cf astronomy with its outgrowth of | 
astrophysics. In that ficld Dr Hale made good in ‘ 
more astonishing way than-most of the world’s ama 
teurs. Although he doesn't class himself with Per- 
cival Lowell, Barnard, the elder Herschel and a 
score of others, he will be thought of by the world 
as being properly among them for his fine achieve- 
_ ments. Dr. Hale’s special work has been in relation 
~ to the constitution and behavior of the elements mak- 
ing up our sun. He rightly holds that in our study 
of stars it is essential to do a good deal of work on 
the gearest ofall stars, the only heavenly body which | 
can be seen as an object and not as a tiny pin-point | 


of light. 


Solar work row can be done by amateurs, who! 
can buy or build their equipmen: at a cost of that of 
a «pod radio set. These people, scattered all over the | 
globe, observing at all times of day, can capture phe- 
nomena that might be missed during the routine ob-| 
servations at the larger observatories. In this way a 
large volumne of informa.ion can be secured, later. 4

One of the principal organized works so far un- 
dertaken by the amatcurs has been the systematic, 
study of variable start of which there are tens of! 

By making | 
reports, some hundreds of amateurs give the data on 
which astronomers can calculate periods of eal 
ty. Thus a routine work requiring many eyes 1s tak- 
en off the shoulders of the observatories which in| 
turn contribute their expertness in the interpretation 
of the observations.
